NOT YET SETTLED. 


Arbitration Board’s Decision Relative 
to the Pana Strike Don’t Suit 
the Miners. 


Pana, Ill., May 31.—Official announce- 
ment of the state arbitration board’s 
decision in the Pana union miners’ and 
operators’ differences on being made 
known here Tuesday was received with 
hearty approval by operators, but 
treated with disgust by union min- 
ers. In fact, they hooted at the pre- 
sumption of the board’s dictation they 
would resume work with imported ne- 
gro and white nonunion miners. How- 
ever, they agreed to accept the price of 
301%, cents, as named by the board, 
claiming that was the only point they 
were called on to determine. Ata mass 
meeting of the union miners at the 
New Grand theater in the afternoon, 
addressed by State President Horace 
Califf, of the state board of arbitra- 
tion, and State Secretary and Treasurer 
W. D. Ryan, of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, President Califf read 
the board’s decision and advised the 
miners to accept it. Secretary Ryan 
told the miners they could use their 
own pleasure, adding that they could 
remain out 14 years if they wished, and 
should be cared for until the operators 
came to terms. Resolutions were 
unanimously adopted accepting the ar- 
bitration board’s decision relative to 
the price, providing mine owners 
recognized the union and employed 
only union miners. The miners say the 
strike is as far off from settlement as 
it was 14 months ago. 


THE RIENA MERDEDES, 


Officers of the Opinion That It Will 
Cost $250,000 to Fit Her for 
Use in the Navy. 


Washington, May 31.—The members 
of the board of naval bureau chiefs, 
who will be called upon to decide as 
to the nature of the repairs and changes 
to be made upon the captured Spanish 
cruiser Reina Mercedes, now at the Nor- 
folk navy yard, are somewhat divided 
in opinion, and it may be that the 
cruiser will tie up at the dock at Nor- 
folk and be left there to await the pleas- 
ure of congress at the next session, 
The Mercedes does not represent the 
latest ideas in naval construction. A 
conservative estimate places the cost 
of refitting the Mercedes so as to en- 
title her to a place on the naval lists at 
about a quarter of a million dollars, 
which would be about 25 per cent. of 
her value. The naval bureaus are scarce- 
ly disposed to expend so muth of their 
indefinite appropriations for this pur- 
pose, and this is one reason why the 
proposition to let the matter await the 
action of congress finds support.

Graves of Our Departed Warriors 


“Strewn with Flowers. 


MEMORIAL DAY FITTINGLY OBSERVED 


Resting Places of Hundreds of Dead 
Confederates Decorated by Grand 
Army Veterans at Several 
Places in the North, 


Washington, May 31.—At the Sol- 
diers’ Home, Congressional and other 
cemeteries, patriotic and religious serv- 


ices . accompanied the strewing of 


the graves with flowers. The address 
at the Soldiers’ home was delivered by 
Gen. George D. Ruggles, governor of 
the home, while many other prominent 
veterans took part. The smaller ceme- 
teries were not neglected, each having 
its exercises and its profusion of flow- 
ers and flags. The battlefields in the 
vicinity of Washington also were re- 
membered by the willing hands which 
rendered this tribute to the brave. 

There was a small but impressive 
Service in connection with the cere- 
moniesat the cemetery which passed un- 
noticed by many of the thousands 
there, Following the Suggestion made 
by President McKinley in his Atlanta 
Speech, the graves of the 130 con- 
federate soldiers, interred in the na- 
tional cemetery, were decorated with 
unsparing hands as were those of the 
union dead. 

At the Tomb of Grant. 

New York, May 31.—The sarcophagus 
of Gen. Grant in the tomb at Claremount 
was covered with flowers Tuesday 
afternoon after impressive ceremonies 
by U. S. Grant Post, G. A. R., of Brook- 
lyn, an address by Gov. Roosevelt and a 
presidential salute of 21 guns fired from 
the United States cruiser Brooklyn, 
which lay in the Hudson just below the 
hill, with all her battle flags flying.

NOT YET SETTLED. 


Arbitration Board’s Decision Relative 
to the Pana Strike Don’t Suit 
the Miners. 


Pana, Ill., May 31.—Official announce- 
ment of the state arbitration board’s 
decision in the Pana union miners’ and 
operators’ differences on being made 
known here Tuesday was received with 
hearty approval by operators, but 
treated with disgust by union min- 
ers. In fact, they hooted at the pre- 
sumption of the board’s dictation they 
would resume work with imported ne- 
gro and white nonunion miners. How- 
ever, they. agreed to accept the price of 
30% cents, as named by the board, 
claiming that was the only point they 
were called on to determine. Ata mass 
meeting of the union miners at the 
New Grand theater in the afternoon, 
addressed by State President Horace 
Califf, of the state board of arbitra- 
tion, and State Secretary and Treasurer 
W. D. Ryan, of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, President Califf read 
the board’s decision and advised the 
miners to accept it. Secretary Ryan 
told the miners they could use their 
own pleasure, adding that they could 
remain out 14 years if they wished, and 
should be cared for until the operators 
came to terms. Resolutions were 
unanimously adopted accepting the ar- 
bitration board’s decision relative to 
the price, providing mine owners 
recognized the union and employed 
only union miners. The miners say the 
Strike is as far off from settlement as 
it was 14 months ago. 


THE RIENA MERDEDES. 


Officers of the Opinion That It Will 
Cost $250,000 to Fit Her for 
Use in the Navy. 


Washington, May 31.—The members 
of the board of naval bureau chiefs, 
who will be called upon to decide as 
to the nature of the repairs and changes 
to be made upon the captured Spanish 


cruiser Reina Mercedes, now at the Nor- 


folk navy yard, are somewhat divided 
in opinion, and it may be that the 
cruiser will tie up at the dock at Nor- 
folk and be left there to await the pleas- 
ure of congress at the next session. 
The Mercedes does not represent the 
latest ideas in naval construction. A 
conservative estimate places the cost 
of refitting the Mercedes so as to en- 
title her to a place on the naval lists at 
about a quarter of a million dollars, 
which would be about 25 per cent. of 
her value. The naval bureaus are Scarce- 
ly disposed to expend so muth of their 
indefinite appropriations for this pur- 
pose, and this is one reason why the 
proposition to let the matter await the 
action of congress finds support.

The battlefields in the 
vicinity of Washington also were. re- 
membered by the willing hands which 
rendered this tribute to the brave. 

There was a small but impressive 
service in connection with the cere- 
moniesatthecemetery which passed un- 
noticed by many of the thousands 
there, Following the suggestion made 
by President McKinley in his Atlanta 
speech, the graves of the 130 con- 
federate soldiers, interred in the na- 
tional cemetery, were decorated with 
unsparing hands as were those of the 
union dead. 

At the Tomb of Grant. 

New York, May 31.—The sarcophagus 
of Gen. Grant in the tomb at Claremount 
was covered with flowers Tuesday 
afternoon after impressive ceremonies 
by U. S. Grant Post, G. A. R., of Brook- 
lyn, an address by Gov. Roosevelt and a 
presidential salute of 21 guns fired from 
the United States cruiser Brooklyn, 
which lay in the Hudson just below the 
hill, with all her battle flags flying. 
More than 10,000 persons witnessed the 
ceremony and crowded Claremont in 
the vicinity of the tomb. A large stand 
had been erected on the east side of the 
tomb, covered with red, white and blue 

. bunting, and a flag draped over the 
railing. Above the stand on the col- 
umns of the outside of the tomb were 
festoons of large flags. Here the cere- 
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mony was conducted. 

ž At the Lincoln Monument. 

Springfield, Il., May 31—Under a 
bright blue Sky memorial exercises 
were held Tuesday forenoon at the Na- 
tional Lincoln monument by the G. A. 
R. and auxiliary bodies preparatory to 
the decoration of the graves of the sol- 
diers of the civil war buried there. Ad- 
dresses were made by Maj. John B. In- 
man, department commander of the G. 
A. R.; United States District Attorney 
J. Otis Humphrey, and Mrs. Julia E. F. 
Lobdell,of Minneapolis, past department 
president of the Ladies of the G. A. R. of 
Minnesota, who on behalf of the G. A. 
R. posts of Minnesota presented a beau. 
tiful silken United States flag, which 
will in the future envelope the sarco- 
phagus of Lincoln. In the afternoon 
the Spanish war veterans decorated the 
graves of their dead comrades. 

At the National cemetery at Camp 
Butler, a few miles east of this city, 
where lie buried several hundred fed- 
eral and eonfederate soldiers, memorial 
exercises were held in the afternoon 
under the auspices of Camp Butler 
post, G. A. R. Addresses were made by 
Maj. John B. Inman, department com- 
mander of the G. A. R., and former Com- 
éressman Maj. James A. Connolly. The 
graves of both federals and confeder- 
ates were decorated impartially. 

In Indiana, 

Lafayette, Ind., May 31.—Decoration 
cay was more generally observed than 
for a number of years. All business 
was suspended. A parade of civic so- 
cieties, G. A. R. posts and company C, 
One Hundred and Sixtieth Indiana, 
took place in the afternoon, closing 
with an address at the opera house and 
decoration of soldiers’ graves at various 
cemeteries, 

In Iowa. 

Davenport, Ia., May 31.—Grand army 
posts of Davenport, Rock Island and 
Moline, Ill., joined in the afternoon 
Memorial day exercises at the N ational 
cemetery, Government island. Eldred 
S. James, of Clinton, was the orator. 
For the first time the graves of over 
1,900 confederates who died while im- 
prisoned on the island during the war 
were decorated with flags by the grand 
army men, in common with 400 union 
soldiers sleeping in the N ational cem- 
etery. 7 

In Nebraska, 

Omaha, Neb., May 31.—Memoria] day 
was more generally observed through- 
out Nebraska than ever before. Owing 
to the strong sentiment against it, 
there was an almost entire absence of 
Sporting events. At McCook a beauti- 
ful soldiers’ monument was dedicated. 
In this city a lengthy procession 
marched to Hanscom park, where ap- 
propriate exercises were held.

London, May 31.—The plague is like- 
ly tocomplicate the home-coming of Ad- 
miral Dewey. Various governments 
have already declared severe quaran- 
tine regulations against all Egyptian 
Red sea ports and Hong-Kong, where 
the fresh cases and the number of 
deaths have nearly doubled in the past 
week, the new cases numbering 143, 
and the deaths 134. Admiralty officials 
say that warships have no privileges as 
regards quarantine beyond those of 
merchant ships, the main point to be 
considered being whether the ship is 
infected or there be sickness aboard. 
By the time Admiral Dewey arrives at 
the Mediterranean, his ship, the 
Olympia, having been so long out from 
Hong-Kong, if there are no cases aboard 
she will probably be regarded as im- 
mune and the inspectors will pass her 
without delay. |

next week.

The Republican party must make the 
trusts an issue. It is plainly evident 
that the great mass of the people in the 
United States will join issues against 
the trusts when the campaign of 1900 
is opened. The trusts are threatening

are a conspiracy of combines against 
competition and the consumer, and anti- 
trust legislation must be invoked to 
throttle them. 


The Detroit daily papers recently con- 
tained a report of the death of a woman 
in that city, attributed to the use of a 
secret headache powder. Similar re- 
ports of journals in other cities are of 
frequent occurrence. The other day a 
woman in Pittsburg died in 20 minutes 
after’ swallowing a powder for the re- 
lief of headache. It seems that legisia- 
tion is necessary; that the ingredients 
of all nostrums sold in the drug store 
should appear upon the package. 


Memorial day this year had a new 
Significance in that it com!lmemorated 
the dead of the Spanish war, the heroes 
for whom buildings are still draped and 
crape worn. It is just a year since the 
soldiers began falling under the Spanish 
shells, and though the war ‘casualties 
were famously small, the loss, triflinig as 
it is in the annals of history, is keenly 
felt. And to Memorial day, ’99, there is 
an added significance. The custom of 
strewing flowers upon the graves of the 
dead is as old as the human race, yet 
it remained for the American people to 
inaugurate a Decoration day. Thirty- 
two years ago a day was set apart as 
an annual holiday for the trimming of 
the graves of soldiers, and the day has 
grown in importance with the years. 


Indications point to a call for volun- 
teers in the near future, although offi- 
cials will not admit it. Gen. Otis has 
asked for more troops anid expressed 
doubts of peacable surrender of the Fil- 
ipinos. All of the regulars that can 
possibly be spared are to be sent to him 
as fast as they can be transported, but 
they will not increase the ‘total of his 
army unless his project of persuading 
the volunteers to re-enlist as organiza- 
tions, instead of coming: home, can. be 
successfully carried out. ‘There is also 
some anxiety. felt over the situation in 
Cuba. It is known that the Cuban lead- 
ers who have persuaded the Culban sol- 
diers to retain their arms rather than 
surrender them and get their quota of 
the $3,000,000 now in Havana, alwailting 
distribution, are not friendly to the 
United States and that they would wil- 
lingly make trouble, if they dared. 
There are also mysterious hints of out- 
side influence and mioney being used 
in Cuba to foment dissatisfaction. And 
well-informed men are expressing fear 
that more troops are likely to be needed 


in Cuba as well as in the Philippines.

HAS PLEDGED 
A GOOD SITE 


FOR THE NEW HOMEOPATHIC 
HOSPITAL, 


COUNCIL TOOK ACTION LAST 
MONDAY, 


A special meeting of the common 
council was held Monday evening and 
all were ‘present except the Fourth 
warders and the city clerk. In the ab- 
sence of the latter, City Assessor Sey- 
ler took up the Rough Rider’s burden. 

The meeting was called to take some 
action on the donation, of a site for the 
homeopathic hospital. Ald. Hamilton 
offered such a resolution. 

City Attorney Norris: “On condition 
that they furnish a couple of free beds.” 

Ald. Hamilton—‘‘I do not think that 
Ann Arbor ought to be so small as to 
ask it. Ann Arbor is not sick. 

Ald. Koch—‘“‘I am in favor of the res- 
olutions, but we ought to have the free 
beds. We have needed them a numiber 
of times, but whether we ought to in- 
clude it in the resolution now is a ques- 
tion.’’ 

Ald. Coon—“If the proceedings are to 
go to Lansing I do not hink they should 
be encumbered with anything more 
than is necessary.’’ 

Dr. Copeland took the same position 
as Ald. Coon. 

Senator Ward thought the council 
ought to doi their business in this regard 
with the board of regentts.. 

A. J. Sawyer made a long and earnest 
speech in favor of the resolution. 

Judge Newkirk drafted the following, 


which was unanimously adopted as a 


substitute for Ald. Hamilton’s motion: 

Whereas, We note with pleasure the 
generosity of the legislature in increas- 
ing the income of ‘the University from 
one-sixth to one-quarter of a mill tax, 
and it having been brought to our notice 
that a new homeopathic hospital is 
about to be erected in conneetion with 
the University; therefore, resolved, that 
we, the common council of the city of 
Ann Arbor, do hereby pledge to the 
board of regents of said University a 
suitable site for said proposed hospital, 
the same to be acceptable in every way 
ito Said board of regents. 

Then came the thorse-play of the 
evening. The call for a special meeting 
had included also the matter of grading 
and graveling Fourth ave., Fifth éeve., 
and Washtenaw ave., which had been 
favorably reported by the board of pub- 
lic works. 

Ald. Hamilton moved that the appro- 
priation be made in accordance with 
the estimates. 

This raised opposition from Ald. Koch, 
who said he did not believe in expend- 
ing so much money on streets upon 
which there is a tendency to pave. 

(Ald. Hamilton said it would be quite 
a time before any paving would be done 
on those streets, as there is a division of 
sentiment as to the kind of paving to be 
used in resident portions of the city. 
“Washtenaw ave. has ‘been a disgrace to 
the city ever since it was turned upside 
down,” said he. 

Then the fun comilmenlced. Some of 
the alderman wanted the motion post- 
poned for a week. Others thought the 
streets could now be scraped ‘cheaply

GOV. PINGREE’S SIGNIFICANT REMARK 
ON 1-4 MILL TAX BILL. 


When the University of Michigan one- 
fourth of a mill tax bill passed both 
branches of the legislature, it was 
thought that all the troubles were over. 
Gov. Pingree had always been so pro- 
nounced in his friendship toward the 
University that but little doubt was 
felt here but that he would immediately 
sign the bill anid make it a law. It was 
to allay just that little lingering doubt 
that The Times representative cailed 
upon Gov. Pin'gree in Detroit yesterday 
with the full expectation of receiving 
a formal assurance that he would speed- 
ily affix his signature to the measure. 

“I don’t know whether I will sign it 
or not,” said the governor in answer to 
a question. ‘The bill has not come to 
me yet, but it is a question as to 'what 
I will do with it, sign it or veto it.” 

“~The friends of the University are 
very anxious over its final disposition,”’ 
was suggested. . 

“I know that,” said he. “I don’t care 
a —— how much money they will ex- 
pend if the legislature will only make 
the property that is in the state pay 
the taxes. Why, here is half the prop- 
‘erty in Michigan not on the tax rolls. 
Tf the railroads and the mines—and, by 
the way, I’m going to get after those 
mine owners and see what can be done 
with them, as I hear they don’t pay as 
much taxes as the railroaids—I say, if 
the just taxes could be collected against 
the property in ‘the state, we would 


have plenty of money to do all these 
things. You will understand that the 
appropriations passed by the legislature 
will amount to $9,000,000, and we have 
not got the money. A bill that I am 
very mutch interested in is to give the 
soldiers who enlisted in the war an 
amount which will bring their pay up 
to $1 per day.. Just a common laboring 
man’s pay, and still many of those fel- 
lows lefit jobs of $4,000 nad $5,000 per 
year, raised up their right hand and said 
they were willin'g to be shot at, and still 
this great state of Michigan is brimming 
full of humanitarians, philanthropists 
and public-sipirited citizens can’t give 
them a dollar a day. I am going to get 
all these appropriations together, look 
them over and see how they can be 
brought within the funds of the state.” 

“But this one-fourth mill bill simply 
contemplates the raising of the funds 
by a spreading on the rolls əf a specific 
tax, and will not be available until that 
Specific tax is raised, does it not?” in- 
quired The Times of His Excellency. 

“No, the trouble with these bills is 
that a certain amount ‘is included for 
immediate use.” 

“Then I ean’t give the people any 
definite assurance what you will do with 
the bill?’ asked The Times. 

“No, I am going to see what the legis. 
lature is going to do about raising the 
taxes. There’s the beet sugar bill. I am 
pressed to sign that. Those- fellows 
want a big appropriation, but I tell you 
the state of Michigan. would be bank- 
rupted unless we find some means to 
raise more money. 
can’t tell you what I am going to do 
with the University bill. I can tell 
mulch better after I get all the appropri- 
ation bills and look them over.”

SENSATIONAL 
DIVORCE CASE. 


TRIED TO HAVE COMPLAINANT 
DECLARED INSANE. 


“NASTY” IS A MILD TERM FOR 
THE TESTIMONY. 


The celebrated divorce case of Kath- 
arine Reichert vs. John George Reich- 
ert, out of which is pending a $20,000 
damage suit for alienation of his wife’s 
effections, was dragged through the 
court today and much of the evidence 
would make even a Sunday Sun editor 
hesitate to publish. The main fight in 
the divorce case is over the question of 
how much alimony she will get. That 
portion of her testimony which is print- 
able is as follows: . 

“I am daughter of Michael Keck. 
When we were married my husband 
had no land, but some ‘personal iproper- 
ty. The next A'pril he bought a farm 
of 185 acres. I got $500 from my father 
and this was put into the farm. For 
the past four years my husband has 
been treating me so it hurt my feelings. 
‘When his sister, Mrs. Frey, moved into 
the community the trouble commenced. 
He would stay out nilghts and come 
back home and quarrel with me. He 
would say what his sister had said 
about me. One time he came back from 
a visit with his other sister, Mrs. Kaer- 
cher, and called me a —— and a —— in 
the presence of my sisters. A year ago 
now he called me the same thing's in 
the presence of my son and daughter. 
He has done so many times. He told 
me to go and said I was not going to 
get a cent of his property. He drove 
our son out of the house three times. 
Last July I learned that my husband 
was trying to get me in the insane asy- 
lum. My brother told me. One day Dr. 
George came and examined me. He 
said that I had heart disease and want- 
ed me to take medicine. I was pretty 
nearly done cleaning house. I told him 
that if I could clean house I did not need 
medicine. I was not sick. My boy took 
my part and my husband and Jake 
Reichert were going to send him) to the 
reform school becau'se he hail called 
Jake Reichert a liar when he said I 
was crazy.” 

In September there was a paper 
served on Mrs. Reichert to come before 
the judge of probate. It was on com- 
plaint of her husband and was to in- 
quire into her sanity. The result of 
this investigation bly the physicians was 
to declare her not insane. 

On cross-examination, Attorney Det- 
man dwelt on the fact that she refused 
to take the medicine prescribed ‘by Dr. 
George. It was shown that Dr. George 
was the family physician for some 


‘time. 


“Why didn’t you take it?” was asked. 

‘‘Because I did not need any medicine, 
I was not sick.” 

“But you always took medicine þe- 
fore, didn’t you, when he prescribed it?” 

“Yes.” 

“Why didn’t you take this?”

And 
well-informed men are expressing fear 
that more troops are likely to be needed 
in Cuba as well as in the Philippines.

The beet sugar bounty appropriation 
bill having passed both houses, two 
questions remain to be solved. One is, 
will the governor adhere to its state- 
ment that he will veto it if the legisla- 
ture does not pass the Kelly-Gustin bill 
appropriating money for extra pay for 
Michigan soldiers in the recent war, and 
the other applies to the eonstitutionality 
of the bill. The fate of the extra com- 
pemsation bill will be known this week, 
and if the beet sugar bill ïs signed there 
is little doubt that in due time its con- 
stitutionality will be attacked on the 
ground that it failed to receive a two- 
thirds vote in the senate, that number 
being necessary for the appropriation of 
money for private purposes, and that 
the supreme court has long held that 
public money cannot be appropriated, for 
internal improvements. The bill having 
passed, however, it is interesting to 
note what sum) the state is likely to be 
called upon to pay. The bill places no 
limit either on the amount that shall be 
paid to any one company or in the ag- 
gregaite during tthe year, simply pro- 


viding a bounty of one cent per pound.

A special meeting of the common 
council was held Monday evening and 
all were ‘present except the Fourth 
warders and the city clerk. In the ab- 
sence of the latter, City Assessor Sey- 
ler took up the Rough Rider’s burden.

Coon—‘‘Tf the proceedings are to 
go to Lansin'g I do not hink they should 
be encumbered with anything more 
than is necessary.” , 
Dr. Copeland took the same position 
as Ald. Coon. 

Senator Ward thought the council 
ought to doi their business in this regard 
with the board of regen'ts.. 

A. J. Sawyer made a long and earnest 
speech in favor of the resolution. 
Judge Newkirk drafted the follomwing, 


substitute for Ald. Hamilton’s motion: 
Whereas, We note with pleasure the 
generosity of the legislature in increas- 
ing the income of the University from 
one-sixth to one-quarter of a mill tax, 
and it having been brought to our notice 
that a new homeopathie hospital is 
about to be erected in connection with 
the Universiity; therefore, resiolved, that 
we, the common council of the city of 
Ann Arbor, do hereby pledge to the 
poard of regents of said University a 
suitable site for said proposed hospital, 
the same to ‘be acceptable in every way 
ito said board of regents. 

Then came the horse-play of the 
evening. The call for a special meeting 
had included also the matter of grading 
and graveling Fourth ave., Fifth ave., 
and Washtenaw ave., which had been 
favorably reported by the board of pub- 
lic works. 

Ald. Hamilton moved that the appro- 
priaition be made in accordance with 
the estimiates. 

This raised opposition from Ald. Koch, 
who said he did not believe in expend- 
ing so much money on streets upon 
which there is a tendency to pave. 

(Ald. Hamilton said it would be quite 
a time before any paving would be done 
on those streets, as there is a division of 
sentiment as to the kind of paving to be 
used in resident portions of the city. 
‘Washtenaw ave. has been a disgrace to 
the city ever since it was turned upside 
down,” Said he. 

Then the fun comlmenlced. Some of 
the alderman wanted the motion, post- 
poned for a week. Others thought the 
streets could now be scraped ‘cheaply 
on account of the recent rains. The al- 
dermen commeniced 'to act like a lot of 
school boys let out for a recess. 

Ald. Hamilton withdrew his motion. 
Ald. Dieterle tried to ‘force an adjourn- 
ment, but he lost by a vote of 6 to 7. 
Ald. Stevens then moved that the 
board be authorized to scrape the 
streets this week. 

The motion to adjourn was put and 
carried.

SENSATIONAL 
DIVORCE CASE. 


TRIED TO HAVE COMPLAINANT 
DECLARED INSANE. 


“NASTY” IS A MILD TERM FOR 
THE TESTIMONY, 


The celebrated divorce case of Kath- 
arine Reichert vs. John George Reich- 
ert, out of which is pending a $20,000 
damage suit for alienation of his wife’s 
effections, was dragged through the 
court today and much of the evidence 
would make even a Sunday Sun editor 
hesitate to publish. The main fight in 
the divorce case is over the question of 
how much alimony she will get. That 
portion of her testimony which is print- 
able is as follows: . 

“I am daughter of Michael Keck. 
When we were married my husband 
had no land, but some ‘personal proper- 
ty. The next April he bought a farm 
of 135 acres. I got $500 from my father 
and this was put into the farm. For 
the past four years my husband has 
been treating me so it hurt my feelings. 
When his sister, Mrs. Frey, moved into 
the community the trouble commenced. 
He would stay out nights and come 
back home and quarrel with me. He 
would say what his sister had said 
about me. One time he caime balck from 
a visit with his other sister, Mrs. Kaer- 
cher, and called me a —— and a — in 
the presence of my sisters. A year ago 
now he called me the same things in 
the presence of my son and daughter. 
He has done so many times. He told 
me to go and said I was not going to 
get a cent of his property. He drove 


our son out of the house three times. 


Last July I learned that my husband 
was trying to get me in the insane asy- 
lum. My brother told me. One day Dr. 
George came and examined me. He 
said that I had heart disease and want- 
ed me to take medicine. I was pretty 
nearly done cleaning house. I told him 
that if I could clean house I did not need 
medicine. I was not sick. My boy took 
my part and my husband and Jake 
Reichert were going to send him) to the 


reform school becau'se he hal called 
Jake Reichert a liar when he said I 
was crazy.” 

In September there was a paper 


served on Mrs. Reichert to come before 
the judge of probate. It was on come 
plaint of her husband: and was to in- 
quire into her sanity. The result of 
this investiga'tion bly the physicians was 
to declare her not insane. 

On cross-examination, Attorney Le? 
man dwelt on the fact that she refused 
to take the medicine prescribed ‘by Dr. 
George. It was shown that Dr. George 
was the family physician for some 
time. ; 

“Why didn’t you take it?” was asked. 

“Because I did not need any medicine. 
I was not sick.” 

“But you always took medicine be- 
fore, didn’t you, when he prescribed it?’’ 

“Yes.” 

“Why didn’t you take this?’’ 

(Witness was silent.) 

‘“Did you think it was poison ?’’ 

“I can think what I please.” 

“Well, what do you say—did you 
think it was poison?” 

Ihe witness declined to answer the 
question. 

The purpose of the above questions 
Was evidently to show the condition of 
her mind. 

The defense in the case is that she 
charged her husband with having im- 
proper relations with his own sister, 
and that she was otherwise cruel to 
him. “That she forbid her little girl 
from talking with him, and that he has 
always oOifered to live with her peace- 
ably. Mrs. Reichert was on the stand 
for four hours today.

RUSSIA'S PROPOSALS 


An Outline of Her Scheme for Med- 
iation and Arbitration. 


METHOD OF SETTLING DISPUTES. 


All Tenders of Aid Must Be in the 
Character of Friendly Coun- 
sel—Arbitration Efficacious 
and Equitable. 


The Hague, May 31.— Vaderland 
prints the text of the Russian proposals 
regarding mediation and arbitration. 

Part 1 deals with the desirability of 
seeking a solution of international dis- 
putes by the mediation of friendly pow- 
ers and sefs forth that such good offices, 
whether sought or proffered, shall bear 
strictly the character of friendly 
counsel and in no way of compulsory 
force. 

Part 2 deals with international arbi- 
tration, which it declares’ “the most 
efficacious and equitable means of set- 
tling questions regarding the interna- 
tional application of treaties.” The 
contracting powers, therefore, should 
undertake to seek arbitration in such 
cases, so far as these affect neither vital 
interests nor the national honor of the 
parties in dispute. Then, after setting 
forth that each state remains the sole 
judge of what cases are so to be submit- 
ted to arbitration, it is suggested that 
a large number of cases, such as ques-

questidfis fo be arbitratéd and fhe full 
facts connected therewith. The compro- 
mise thus concluded may provide for arbi- 
tration upon the whole matter in dispute 
or upon points categorically determined. 

“The governments interested may en- 
trust the functions of arbitration either to 
a sovereign third power or to a tribunal of 
arbitration. Such tribunal shall be se- 
lected in the same manner as commissions 
of inquiry; and, if difficulty arises in choos- 
ing the fifth arbitrator as president, the 
other powers shall be asked by common 
consent to appoint a president.” 

An Important Advance. 

London, May 31.—The correspondent 
of the Standard at The Hague says: 
“An important advance was made in 
the direction of the scheme of arbitra- 


tion, combining the Russian, British | 


and American proposals. The repre- 
sentatives of these nations arrived at 
an agreement which seems to find gen- 
eral acceptance, Sir Julian Pauncefote 
conferred with Seth Low and Mr. Holls, 
and both the British and American pro- 
posals were examined, with the result 
that the United States will support the 
Pauncefote scheme for a permanent 
tribunal. In all practical and essential 
features the British and American 
plans are identical, but the American 
delegates have gone further, covered 
the whole field of arbitration and draft- 
ed provisions for a rehearing, in the 
event of a disagreement. Their pro- 
posals will be submitted to the draft- 
ing committee to-day.” 

` Covers the Whole ‘Question. 

The Daily Telegraph’s correspondent 
at The Hague says: “The American 
scheme deals with the entire question. 
Not only does it accurately define the 
type of permanent tribunal, but it also 
provides satisfactorily for the mechan- 
ism of such a court in all its details. 
The Americans, however, are willing 
to have the best features of the Brit- 
ish, American and Russian proposals 
amalgamated in a homogeneous whole. 
The Americans propose that, in the 
event of new facts coming to light after 
a verdict, such as would justify a fresh 
trial, the case shall be heard again by 
the same tribunal.” 

American Scheme of Mediation. 

The correspondent of the Daily News 
at The Hague says: “The Americans 


will submit to-day a scheme of media- | 


tion, distinct from their arbitration 
scheme. It is entirely original and full 


of new and ingenious and practical 


ideas. The Americans refuse to con- 
sent to compulsion in any category of 
eases for arbitration or at any stage

Part 3 deals with an international 
commission of inquiry.

“In cases of divergence causing interna- 
tional litigation on local circumstances, 
which cannot be settled by ordinary dip- 
lomatic means, but do not involve honor 
or vital interests, the governments in- 
terested agree to institute an international 
commission of inquiry to investigate im- 
partially all questions of fact. Each gov- 
ernment interested shall appoint two mem- 
bers of the commission. These four shall 
choose a fifth, who shall be president of 
the commission. If the votes are divided 
as to this, an appeal shall be made to an- 
other government or to a third party to ap- 
point a president. 

“After the investigation, the commis- 
sion shall submit a report signed by all the 
members to the governments interested. 
The report shall in no wise have the 
character of an arbitration judgment, but 
shall leave the conflicting parties at full 
liberty either to econcliide a friendly ar

RUSSIA'S PROPOSALS 


An Outline of Her Scheme for Med- 
iation and Arbitration. 
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METHOD OF SETTLING DISPUTES. 


All Tenders of Aid Must Be in the 
Character of Friendly Coun- 
sel—Arbitration Efficacious 
and Equitable. 


The Hague, May 31.— Vaderland 
prints the text of the Russian proposals 
regarding mediation and arbitration. 

Part 1 deals with the desirability of 
seeking a solution of international dis- 
putes by the mediation of friendly pow- 
ers and sefs forth that such good offices, 
whether sought or proffered, shall bear 
strictly the character of friendly 
counsel and in no way of compulsory 
force. 


Part 2 deals with international arbi- | 


tration, which it declares’ “the most 
efficacious and equitable means of set- 
tling questions regarding the interna- 
tional application of treaties.” The 
contracting powers, therefore, should 


undertake to seek arbitration in such 


cases, so far as these affect neither vital 
interests nor the national honor of the 
parties in dispute. Then, after setting 
forth that each state remains the sole 
judge of what cases are so to be submit- 
ted to arbitration, it is suggested that 
a large number of cases, such as ques- 
tions of pecuniary damage and disa- 
greements in the application of treaties 
or conventions affecting commercial, 
postal, navigation, currency, sanitary 
and copyright matters and the like, not 
affecting. vital interests or national 


honor, are those in which arbitration — 


should be obligatory. In all other 
cases, says the Russian scheme, arbitra- 


tion, though recommended by the pres- | 


ent act, can only be applied on the spon- 
taneous initiative of. one of the parties 
in dispute and with the express con- 
sent of the other parties. 
clause provides as follows: 


“With a view of facilitating recourse to 
arbitration, the signatory powers agree to 
formulate a common arrangement for the 
employment of international arbitration 
and for the fundamental principles to be 
observed in drawing up rules of procedure 
to be followed pending inquiry into the 
dispute and the pronouncement of the ar- 
bitrator’s decision. The application of 
these principles and procedure may be 
modified in virtue of special arrangements 
between the states which may have re- 
course to arbitration.” 

Inquiry Commission, 


Part 3 deals with an international 
commission of inquiry. It provides as 
follows: 


“In cases of divergence causing interna- 
tional litigation on local circumstances, 
which cannot be settled by ordinary dip- 
lomatic means, but do not involve honor 
or vital interests, the governments in- 
terested agree to institute an international 
commission of inquiry to investigate im- 
partially all questions of fact. Each gov- 
ernment interested shall appoint two mem- 
bers of the commission. These four shall 
choose a fifth, who shall be president of 
the commission. If the votes are divided 
as to this, an appeal shall be made to an- 
other government or to a third party to ap- 
point a president. 

“After the investigation, the commis- 
sion shall submit a report signed by all the 
members to the governments interested. 
The report shall in no wise have the 
character of an arbitration judgment, but 
shall leave the conflicting parties at full 
liberty either to conclude a friendly ar- 
rangement on the basis-of said report, or 
to have recourse to arbitration by conclud- 
ing an agreement ad hoc, or else by re- 
sorting to active measures allowable in 
the mutual relations between nations.” 

Code of Arbitration. 

The Russian proposals are followed 
by a code of arbitration indicating pro- 
cedure on these lines: 

“The states interested that have ac- 
cepted arbitration shall sign a special act 
of compromise, clearly setting forth the

The Daily Telegraph’s correspondent 
at The Hague says: “The American 
scheme deals with the entire question. 
Not only does it accurately define the 
type of permanent tribunal, but it also 
provides satisfactorily for the mechan- 
ism of such a court in all its details. 
The Americans, however, are willing 
to have the best features of the Brit- 
ish, American and Russian proposals 
amalgamated in a homogeneous whole. 
The Americans propose that, in the 
event of new facts coming to light after 
a verdict, such as would justify a fresh 
trial, the case shall be heard again by 
the same tribunal.” 

American Scheme of Mediation. 

The correspondent of the Daily News 
at The Hague says: ‘Fhe Americans 
will submit to-day a scheme of media- 
tion, distinct from their arbitration 
scheme. It is entirely original and full 
of new and ingenious and practical 


ideas. The Americans refuse to con- 
sent to compulsion in any category of 
eases for arbitration or at any stage 
Disputes, there- 
fore, can only be referred to the per- 
manent tribunal by the desire of both 
litigant states. They also hold that to 
oblige independent states to enter into 


binding treaties with each other would 


revolutionize international law and the 
Monroe doctrine.”
